Nude woman sentenced 
in case of arson ‘for God’ 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia 
(ОРІ) — A British Columbia Su- 
preme Court jury yesterday con- 
victed Mary Braun, 63, who sat 
naked on the witness bench during 
her two-day arson trial. She was 
sentenced to four years in prison. 

Mrs. Braun, who wore à white 
robe into the courtroom during the 
two-day trial but discarded it when 
seated in the prisoner's box, 
showed no emotion when the sev- 
en- woman, five-man jury found her 
guilty after deliberating two hours. 

“It appears you are still à mem- 
ber of a misguided sect that has 
been plaguing the Kootenays for so 
many years," Dritish Columbia Su- 
preme Court Judge George Murray 
said belore passing sentence. The 
Kootenays аге an area of southeast. 
ern British. Columbia. 

Mrs. Braun is a member of the 
Sons of Freedom, one of three 
branches of the Doukhobor religion 
whose members left Russia at the 
turn of the century to escape reli- 
gious persecution. 

The Sons of Freedom believe 
salvation lies in the rejection. of 
property through fire and frequent- 
ly appear naked in public in the 


belief that nudity is the purist state 
of being. 
t ж ж 

THE JUDGE, who let the woman 
remain naked out of respect for her 
religious bellefs, said he had taken 
it into consideration that Mrs. 
Braun had alerted authorities after 
setting fire to a Doukhober muse- 
um near Castlegar, Brítish Colum- 
bia, and had caused little damage to 
the building. 

"Nevertheless, arson is a serious 
crime and you have shown no 
remorse and no indication you 
wouldn’t repeat this action,” the 
judge said. He added that four years 
was "the very least" sentence he 
could impose since she had two 
previous arson convictions. 

Two Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police tesitifed that Mrs. Braun had 
told them she was ordered by God 
to burn the building. 

Before being sentenced, Mrs. 
Braun said she wanted to make a 
statement but felt too weak be- 
cause of an 87-day religious fast 
she began soon after being arrested 
last October. By. she said she be- 
lieved she was not guilty in the 
eyes of God.
